WAS H I N GTO N I Two Republican governors on 
Monday questioned a Bush administration 
decision allowing an Arab -owned compa- 
ny to operate six major U.S. ports, saying 
they may try to cancel lease arrangements 
at ports in their states. 

New York Gov. George Pataki andMaryland 
Gov. Robert Ehrlich voiced doubts about the 
acquisition of a British 
company that has been 
running the U.S. ports 
by Dubai Ports World, a 
state- owned business in the 
United Arab Emirates. The 
British company. Peninsular 
and Oriental, runs major 
commercial operations at 
ports in Baltimore, Miami, New Jersey, New 
Orleans, New York and Philadelphia. 

Ehrlich, concerned about security at the 
Port of Baltimore, said Monday he is “very 
troubled” that Maryland officials got no 
advance notice before the Bush adminis- 
tration approved an Arab company’s take- 
over of the operations at the six ports. 

The state of Maryland is considering its 
options, up to and including voiding the con- 
tract for the Port of Baltimore, Ehrlich said. 

Bush administration officials, including 
Homeland Security Secretary Michael Chertoff 
and Attorney General Alberto Gonzales, have 
defended the decision. Gonzales said the 
administration had a “very extensive process” 
for reviewing such transactions that “takes 
into account matters of national security.” (ap)

Bush Touts New Energy Initiatives 



U.S. dependence on oil 
is a national security 
problem, president says 

M I LWAU K E E I Saying the nation is on 
the verge of technological break- 
throughs that would “startle” 
most Americans, President Bush 
on Monday outlined his energy 
proposals to help wean the coun- 
try off foreign oil. 

Less than half the crude oil 
used by refineries is produced in 
the United States, while 60 percent 
comes from foreign nations. Bush 
said during the first stop on a two- 
day trip to talk about energy. 

“It creates a national security 
issue and we’re held hostage for 
energy by foreign nations that 
may not like us,” Bush said. 

One of Bush’s proposals would 
expand research into smaller, lon- 
ger-lasting batteries for electric-gas 


hybrid cars, including plug-ins. He 
highlighted that initiative with a 
visit Monday to the battery center at 
Milwaukee -based auto -parts sup- 
plier Johnson Controls Inc. 

During his trip. Bush is also 
focusing on a proposal to increase 
investment in development of 


clean electric power sources, and 
proposals to speed the develop- 
ment of biofuels such as “cellulos- 
ic” ethanol made from wood chips 
or sawgrass. 

Energy conservation groups 
and environmentalists say they’re 
pleased that the president, a former 


oil man in Texas, is stressing alter- 
native sources of energy, but they 
contend his proposals don’t go far 
enough. They say the administra- 
tion must consider greater fuel- 
efficiency standards for cars, and 
some economists believe it’s best 
to increase the gas tax to force 
consumers to change their driv- 
ing habits. 

On Tuesday, Bush plans to visit 
the Energy Department’s National 
Renewable Energy Laboratory in 
Golden, Colo., to talk about speed- 
ing the development of biofuels. 

The lab, with a looming $28 
million budget shortfall, had 
announced it was cutting its staff by 
32 people, including eight research- 
ers. But in advance of Bush’s visit. 
Energy Secretary Samuel Bodman 
over the weekend directed the trans- 
fer of $5 million to the private con- 
tractor that runs the lab, so the jobs 
can be saved, deb riechmann (ap)

U.S. Warns China on Trade 


Bush administration 
to pressure Beijing on 
practices, currency 

WASHINGTON! The administration’s 
new get-tough approach with China 
could involve filing trade charges 
against the Asian giant over auto 
parts and copyright piracy and 
branding the Chinese as curren- 
cy manipulators. But the betting 
is that the harder line won’t have 
much impact, at least right away, 
on the soaring U.S. trade deficit, 
which hit an all-time high of $726 
billion last year. 

It is that deficit that is getting 


a lot of attention in Washington, 
especially the one -fourth of the 
deficit that is accounted for by a 
single country — 
the $202 billion 
trade gap with 
China. 

That fig- 
ure prompted 
howls of pro- 
test in Congress. 

Lawmakers con- 
tended it showed President Bush is 
not doing enough to counter China’s 
unfair trade practices, which they 
contend have contributed to the loss 
of nearly 3 million U.S. manufactur- 
ing jobs since mid-2000. 


Hoping to head that off, the 
administration last week unveiled 
its own get-tough strategy, a 29 -page 
“top-to-bottom review” of trade rela- 
tions between the two nations. 

U.S. Trade Representative Rob 
Portman announced the creation of a 
new China enforcement task force in 
his office. He indicated that without 
progress soon in two areas of ten- 
sion — high Chinese tariffs imposed 
on American auto parts and contin- 
ued widespread copyright piracy of 
American products — the admin- 
istration would probably file unfair 
trade cases against China before 
the World Trade Organization.

La. Gov. Unveils Gulf 
Reconstruction Plans 


$7.5B proposal would 
give residents monetary 
help to rebuild homes 

LAKE CHARLES, LA. j Gov. Kathleen 
Blanco outlined a $7.5 billion 
rebuilding, relocation and buyout 
plan Monday for thousands of res- 
idents whose homes remain dam- 
aged or destroyed after last year’s 
hurricanes. 

It is Louisiana’s first compre- 
hensive housing proposal since 
Hurricane Katrina devastated the 
Gulf Coast in August, followed a 


month later by Hurricane Rita. 

Assistance would be capped at a 
maximum $150,000 per homeowner 
under the proposal. But direct relief 
is still months away, and homeown- 
ers receiving the aid could be taking 
on more debt to rebuild. 

The draft faces scrutiny from 
local officials, state lawmakers and 
the affected residents; and it depends 
in large part on federal dollars await- 
ing congressional approval. 

But the plan represents a sig- 
nificant step in using billions of 
already available federal recovery

India Hunts for Flu Victims

Search held for people 
with avian virus; EU 
officials weigh options 

NAVAPUR, INDIA I Indian health offi- 
cials went door-to-door Monday 
searching for people sickened by 
the deadly bird flu strain, while 
hundreds of German troops dis- 
posed of dead wild birds in a des- 
perate attempt to contain the fast- 
moving disease in Europe. 

In Brussels, Belgium, European 
Union agriculture ministers dis- 
cussed ways to combat bird flu 

— such as by vaccinating poultry 

— as the disease spread to half-a- 
dozen EU nations. 

With India conducting a mass 
slaughter of birds for a second day 
Monday, plumes of black smoke 
filled the air as farmers burned dead 
chickens in the now- deserted poul- 
try farms around Navapur. 

Local officials near the affect- 
ed area reported that a 27-year- old 
poultry farm owner died of bird 
flu-like symptoms, though tests 


had yet to determine the cause of 
death. Samples from at least eight 
other people hospitalized for flu- 
like symptoms near Navapur also 
were being tested. 

Inspectors visited homes and 
farms surrounding Navapur, a 
town of 30,000 people, searching 
for signs of illness and making sure 


even chickens being raised at pri- 
vate homes were killed and prop- 
erly disposed of. 

“It’s like a war — they come in 
completely covered with masks and 
goggles and check if the carcasses 
are disposed properly,” said Ghulam 
Vhora, of the Navapur poultry farm- 
ers’ association, ashok sharma (ap) 


Briton Gets Jail Time 
For Holocaust Denial 


Rescuers Search 
For 65 Trapped 
Mexican Miners 


VIENNA, AUSTRIA I Right-wing 
British historian David Irving 
was sentenced to three years in 
prison Monday after admitting to 
an Austrian court that he denied the 
Holocaust — a crime in the country 
where Hitler was born. 

Irving, who pleaded guilty and 
then insisted during his one -day 
trial that he now acknowledged 
the Nazis’ World War II slaughter 
of 6 million Jews, had faced up to 
10 years behind bars. Before the 
verdict, Irving conceded he had 
erred in contending there were no 
gas chambers at the Auschwitz con- 
centration camp. 

“I made a mistake when I said 
there were no gas chambers at 
Auschwitz,” Irving testified, at one 
point expressing sorrow “for all the 
innocent people who died during 
the Second World War.” 

Irving has been in custody since

Rescue workers using picks, shov- 
els and their hands tunneled fever- 
ishly through dirt, wood, metal and 
rock on Monday to reach 65 coal 
miners trapped by a gas explosion 
600 feet underground. 

Officials said that while it was 
unlikely the miners were still alive, 
there was still a chance of finding 
survivors. 

Priests and pastors above led 
hundreds of the miners’ friends 
and relatives in prayer for the men 
trapped by Sunday morning’s 
explosion at the Pasta de Conchos 
mine near the town of San Juan 
de Sabinas. 

The trapped men had carried 
only six hours of oxygen, and offi- 
cials said they believed a ventilation 
system that uses huge fans to pump 
in fresh air and suck out dangerous 
gases was still working, (ap)

Khalilzad signals that

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I The U.S. ambas- 
sador delivered a blunt warning to 
Iraqi leaders Monday that they risk 
losing American support unless they 
establish a national unity govern- 
ment with the police and the army 
out of the hands of religious par- 
ties. 

Ambassador Zalmay Khalilzad 
delivered the warning as another 


24 people, including a U.S. soldier, 
died in a string of bombings, under- 
scoring the need for the country to 
establish a gov- 
ernment capa- 
ble of winning 
the trust of all 
communities. 

During a rare 
news conference, 

Khalilzad said 
division among 
the country’s sectarian and ethnic 
communities was “the fundamental 
problem in Iraq,” fueling the Sunni 


Arab -dominated insurgency and 
the wave of reprisal killings. 

“To overcome this there is a 
need for a government of nation- 
al unity,” which “is the difference 
between what exists now and the 
next government,” he said. The out- 
going government is dominated by 
Shiites and Kurds. 

To underscore his remarks, 
Khalilzad reminded the Iraqis 
that the U.S. has spent billions to 
build up Iraq’s police and army and 
said “we are not going to invest the 
resources of the American people

and build forces that are run by peo- 
ple who are sectarian” and tied to 
the militias — some of which the 
ambassador said received “arms 
and training” from Iran. 

British Foreign Secretary Jack

ings with Prime Minister Ibrahim

Rescue Efforts Persist in Philippines 


‘Signs of life’ detected 
at site where school 
was buried in mudslide 

GUINSAUGON, PHILIPPINES I Rescue 
workers refused to give up hope of 
finding survivors in an elementary 
school buried by up to 100 feet of 
mud, digging into the night Monday 
after detecting what the provincial 
governor called “signs of life.” 

Sounds of scratching and a 
rhythmic tapping were picked up 
by seismic sensors and sound-detec- 
tion gear brought in by U.S. and 


Malaysian forces. 

“The adrenaline is high ... now 
that we have seen increasing signs 
of life,” South Leyte Gov. Rosette 
Lerias said. 

Still, it was hard to imagine sur- 
vivors under the wet muck near- 
ly four days after a mountainside 
collapsed and covered the farming 
village of Guinsaugon, killing up 
to 1,000 people. No one has been 
pulled out alive since just a few 
hours after the disaster Friday. 

The search has focused on the 
school because of unconfirmed 
reports that some of the 250-300 


children and teachers may have sent 
cell phone text messages to relatives 
soon after the disaster Friday. 

Under the glare of generator- 
powered lights, a multinational 
group of troops and technicians 
used high-tech gear like seismic 
sensors and sound- and heat-detec- 
tion equipment alongside shovels 
and rescue dogs. They finally halt- 
ed about 3 a.m. Tuesday until day- 
break. 

A U.S. military spokesman said 
late Monday that U.S. Marines dig- 
ging at the site had found bodies, 
but no survivors. Oliver teves (ap) 


Palestinian 
PM Tapped 
By Hamas 

GAZA CITY, GAZA STRIP I Hamas 
presented a pragmatic former 
university administrator as its 
choice for Palestinian prime min- 
ister Monday and the Islamic mil- 
itant group reached out to Fatah 
and other factions to join a broad- 
based Cabinet that might stand a 
chance of gaining international 
approval. 

Officials said Palestinian leader 
Mahmoud Abbas would give Ismail

Haniyeh, 43, told reporters after 
meeting with Abbas that he would 
try to form a joint government with 
Fatah, the traditional Palestinian 
ruling party that Hamas trounced 
in last month’s parliamentary elec- 
tion.

Va. House OKs Longer 
Gay Marriage Ban Text 


Legislation would put 
proposed amendment’s 
full wording on ballot 

RICHMOND, VA I Legislation placing 
the full text of a gay marriage ban 
on the November ballot is heading 
to Gov. Timothy M. Kaine for his 
consideration. 

The House of Delegates on 
Monday unanimously passed a 
bill approved by the Senate last 
week providing that voters see 
the entire text of a constitutional 
amendment to ban gay marriage 
— not just a summary — when 
they vote. 

Kaine can veto the so-called 
enabling legislation outlining the 
language of the ballot question, but 
not the proposed amendment. 

Opponents of the gay-marriage 


ban argued a summaiy was mislead- 
ing because voters would not real- 
ize they were also voting to prohibit 
civil unions. Critics of the legisla- 
tion also contend 
the constitution- 
al amendment’s 
wording is so 
broad it could 
prohibit con- 
tracts between 
all unmarried 
couples. 

The bill’s sponsor, Del. John 
Cosgrove, R- Chesapeake, urged 
his fellow lawmakers to accept 
the amended legislation, but 
also noted that constitutional 
amendments have traditionally 
been summarized on the ballot.

Trying to Crack the E-Book 


Low-cost electronic 
versions of textbooks 
have few takers in class 

GOING DIGITAL I Brown University 
junior Stuart Thompson jumped at 
the chance to save $30 and become 
a digital pioneer when his school 
offered a discounted, electronic ver- 
sion of a history textbook. 

But after making the purchase, 
he noticed a few things amiss: He 
couldn’t run a highlighter over key 
points or jot notes in the margins, 
nor could he curl up with the tome 
without printing out the pages. 

So much for the belief that this 
generation of youths wants every- 
thing digital: The publishing indus- 
try has been talking about electronic 
textbooks for a decade already, but 
sales remain minuscule. 








Larry Carr of Brown University’s book- 
store has only sold onee-bookto date. 

Of the 100 or so students 
enrolled in the course where 
Houghton Mifflin Co.’s “A People 
and aNation” is assigned, Thompson 
was the only student to buy the elec- 
tronic version. 

Brown is offering two other e- 
textbooks this semester, but none 
of the 150 students in those classes 
has bought one, even at 35 per- 


cent off the price of a new print- 
ed copy. 

Students are going to have to see 
more value in e -textbooks before 
they take off, said Larry Carr, 
Brown’s bookstore director. 

“We’re in the first phase, with 
electronic doing what the tradition- 
al paper has done,” said C. Sidney 
Burrus, former dean of engineering 
at Rice University and an e-book 
author. “Nothing’s really novel.” 

Publishers say they are willing 
to accept lower margins on e-books 
for now while they figure out the 
technology. 

“A lot of people’s perceptions is 
that e-books, that can’t cost publish- 
ers anything,” said Ginny Moffat of 
McGraw-Hill. “Most of the publish- 
er’s cost is not in paper ... most of 
it is in editorial, reviewing content, 
making sure it’s accurate.” (ap)

German Stefan Ustorf joined the 
Caps in 1995. Inspired, Kolzig sought 
and received permission to represent 
Germany and appeared in the 1996 
World Cup of Hockey. 

“I spoke German in the house 
until I was seven and visited my 
grandparents all the time,” Kolzig 
said. “After the World Cup I felt 
more and more German.” 

He played only two games in the 
1998 Olympics, having arrived in 
Nagano after Germany had been rel- 
egated to the consolation rounds. He 
missed the Salt Lake City games four 
years ago due to injury. At 35, Kolzig 
finally will play in an Olympics start 
to finish. “I’m going to soak it in,” he

Colonials Climb to No. 6 


COLLEGE HOOPS I George 
Washington’s men’s basketball 
team is on the doorstep of the top 
5 in the Associated Press poll. 

The Colonials (22-1), who hold 
the nation’s longest winning streak 
at 14 games, moved from seventh 
to sixth place Monday. It is George 
Washington’s highest ranking since 
Feb. 15, 1955, when the school was No. 
5 — the best showing in its history. 

The ranking is the latest reward 
for a remarkable season that is sure 
to culminate in a trip to the NCAA 
Tournament, perhaps with a No. 3 
seeding. 

Georgetown remained the only 
other area team in the top 25, 
checking in at No. 23 after falling 
to Marquette and Villanova as part 
of its three-game losing streak. 

Duke moved back to No. 1, replac- 
ing the only other team to hold the

top spot this season. The Blue Devils 
(25-1) were second to Connecticut 
the last four weeks and they went 
back on top following the Huskies’ 


loss to Villanova last week. 

Villanova (21-2) jumped from 
fourth to second — matching the 
highest ranking in school history 
— and Connecticut (23-2) dropped 
to No. 3. Memphis (24-2) fell one 
place to fourth in the shake-up at 
the top. 

Being No. 1 is nothing knew 
to Duke, which received 64 first- 
place votes and 1,789 points from 
the national media panel. The Blue 
Devils were on top of the preseason 
poll and then for the first 10 polls until 
losing at Georgetown on Jan. 21. 

Duke, which has won eight 
straight and clinched at least a share 
of the Atlantic Coast Conference’s 
regular-season title, has been 
No. 1 in 108 polls. That total is 
second to UCLA’s 128 and well in 
front of Kentucky’s 88, which is

A famed U.S. warship 
has been opened up 
for the navy-curious 

When you step aboard the USS 
Salem, you won’t have to give way 
to presidents or kings and queens 
or the like. They’ve already been 
there. 

The one-time flagship of the U.S. 
Sixth Fleet in the Mediterranean 
and the Second Fleet in the Atlantic 
has served host to the former Shah 
of Iran, the king and queen of 
Greece, the president of Lebanon 
and other notables. 

Built at the former Bethlehem 
Steel’s Quincy Yard, launched 
March 25, 1947? and commissioned 
at the Boston Navy Yard on May 14, 
1949, the Salem now is a museum 
moored near her birthplace. 

Visitors to the heavy cruiser 
get the feeling right away that the 
warship is not so much restored as 
preserved, and they are right. The 


Salem came out of its 35-year stint in 
“mothballs” in October 1994 in very 
good shape, still bearing much of its 
original paint. Volunteers now keep 
the vessel shipshape, painting where 
needed and making repairs. 

“I had a flashback,” said John 
F. Connors of South Attleboro, 
Mass., who served in the U.S. 
Marine detachment to the Salem 
from 1956-58 and now is a volun- 
teer guide and archivist. “I knew 
right where to go.” 

A visit to the Salem could easily 
be a two -trip event, because there is

a lot to see. You could join in a guid- 
ed tour, during which you will learn 
the history surrounding the well- 
traveled vessel. On another trip, you 
can take a self-guided tour using a 
map that shows the deck plans on 
the 717-foot ship. And you can do 
a lot of walking. 


“If you stood the ship on end, 
it’s taller than the [60 -story] John 
Hancock building downtown 
Boston,” said Michael Condon of 
Cohasset, Mass., executive director of 
the United States Naval Shipbuilding 
Museum and USS Salem. 

You can poke around the Salem 



from stem to stern, and 
up to the bridge and the pilot house, 
with only certain areas or rooms 
not open to visitors — such as the 
archives room or the still-in- opera- 
tion machine shop. Check out the 
restored barber shop and dentist 
office.

Of special interest to lovers of his- 
tory are the four “Memorial Rooms,” 
filled with pictures, old military uni- 
forms, swords, pistols and rifles and 
other memorabilia. Then there’s the 
Model Exhibit Display Room — with 
a 12 -foot shiny brass model of the 
USS St. Paul and dozens of models, 
small and large, of other ships. 

Stop by the brig, where miscre- 
ants aboard the ship were put for 
breaking rules. Prisoners only slept 
in one of the two cells, and joined 
work crews during the day. 

Note the garbage grinder which 
mashed the remains of meals until 
they were liquid, so that enemy ships 
would have nothing to follow when 
it was disposed of overboard. 

After seeing where the crew ate 
and slept, the captain’s and admi- 
ral’s rooms above the main deck are 
quite a contrast.

“The demand definitely is there 
and much greater than our supply 
at this point,” Funk said. 

Even with the rising demand, it 
has been difficult to get farmers to 
choose the new varieties, said Jim 


Sutter, a vice president of Cargill’s 
grain and oilseed supply chain. 

“There is a reluctance because of a 
lack of a long history of these things, 
a fear of the unknown,” he said. 

Cargill processed between 
25 million and 30 million pounds 
of the low-linolenic acid soybeans 
last year, and Sutter predicts the 
market will continue to grow. 

Among the companies buying 
the new soybean oil is Kellogg, 
which will use it in its Town House 
and Club crackers early this year. 

Asoyia, a company that makes 
the new oil, said the Kellogg 
announcement had a big impact on 
the market. Asoyia nearly sold out of 
its supplies since Kellogg announced 
its effort to reduce trans fat content, 
said Ryan Kinneberg, a sales and 
marketing representative. 

“That’s a confidence booster 
there,” Kinneberg said. 

Darwin Carroll of Columbus 
Junction, Iowa, has been growing 
Asoyia’s low-linolenic acid soy- 
beans for three years. Although it 
takes a little extra work to ensure 
that the crop is kept separate from 
other soybeans, “the good out- 
weighs the minor bad,” he said.
